Stance, there is to be a

help. And the Northern 
League will help to its limit, 
just as it will help all other

The day will come when 
all these centres will be 
under one roof, as it were, 
but that takes time — and 
that: is something of which 


there is little to spare at 
far as this particular tash 
is concerned. But the North 
will play its given part in 
carrying out the job ol 
developing the game in its 
vast area, One wonders it 
federations in other States 
are doing as much. 


One wonders, too, if other 
States realise just how. big

And in how many States 


are there more than 10,000 
juniors, as there are in the 
area controlled by the 
Northern Soccer League. 
Are these juniors to be den- 
ied the opportunity of a dir- 
ect voice to the national 


body? It would be an in- 


justice if they were. 


Then again, one wonders 
how many clubs in other 
States own their own 
grounds — OWN them, 
not merely lease them! Not 
as many as in the North, 
Cll wager. And, day. after 
day, one reads of top-line 
clubs in ather centres hav- 
ing serious financial prob- 
lems. Most, if not all, of 
the clubs in the North can 


keep afloat. Can that be 
said clsewhere? I doubt it. 
It is because of these 


things that one can see as 
the only reason for oppos- 
ition to the North having 
autonomy, the resentments 
that the N.S.W. Federation 
is judged to have more votes 
than it should. They should 
be told that the North can 
stand on its own feet — 
as. it always has done. — 
and does not need to give 
the N.S.W. Federation lip- 
service by voling as_ the 
N.S.W. Federation demands. 
come, let's throw in the 
towel and tell Sydney to 
take us over, lock, stock and 
tun, But I'm sure the day 
will never come when 
representatives of the North- 
ern Soccer League would be 
so gutless. Meanwhile, lect 
other Stale Federations tend 
to their own affairs and im- 
prove the game in their 
areas as much as it has 
been improved in the North- 
ern League. To date, one 
has seen little evidence of 
it. 

In short, let the other 
States go paddle their own 
canoes. We'll keep ours 
from sinking.
